(a) The Illinois General Assenbly finds and declares the

(1) Crohn's disease is a formof inflammtory bowel

di sease characterized by severe digestive afflictions

that cause inpairing synptons, necessitate long-term

dependence on powerful drugs, and can result in

debilitating surgery and even deat h.

(2) Crohn's di sease affects both adults and

children, affects nen and wonen equal ly, and about 20% of

people with Crohn's di sease have a blood relative wth

sone formof inflammatory bowel disease.

(3) Crohn's di sease is difficult to diagnose

because its synptons are sinmlar to other intestinal

di sorders.

(4 There is no cure for Crohn's disease, so

treatment focuses on controlling inflanmation, correcting

nutritional defi ci enci es, and alleviating painful and

debilitating synptons.

(a) The Illinois General Assenbly finds and declares the
fol |l owi ng:

(1) Ucerative colitis is a form of inflanmmatory

bowel di sease characterized by severe di gesti ve

afflictions that cause inpairing synmptons that nmay

require hospitalization.

(2) The cause of ulcerative colitis is unknown, and

it can be difficult to diagnose due to its sinmlarity to

other intestinal disorders.

(3) Ucerative colitis nost often occurs in

i ndi vidual s between the ages of 15 and 30, affects nen

and wonen equally, nmay run in famlies, and may al so

result in an increased risk for col on cancer.

(4) Treatnent for ulcerative colitis includes drug

therapy, nutritional therapy, and, in severe cases,

debilitating surgery.
